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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Upon entry of the amendment filed on 8/10/2010, Claims 1, 81 and 82 are amended and 
Claims 2-80 are cancelled. The currently pending and allowed claims are Claims 1, 81-101. It 
is noted that an interview was held (see interview summary of 08/1 1/2010) and made of record 
and it is also noted that the suggestions made by the examiner to advance prosecution were 
adopted in the response thereby placing the claims in condition for allowance. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement(s) (IDS) submitted on 08/10/2010 is/are in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement(s) is/are being considered by the examiner and an initialed copy is attached. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. The terminal disclaimer filed on 08/18/2010 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
US patent 7729988 and 7376580 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

b. The amendment dated 8/10/2010 has mooted the 112(2) rejections, thus the 
1 12(2) rejections are withdrawn. 

c. The most pertinent prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the attached 
forms PTO-892 and 1449. As shown by Katz et al., Reilly, Chelliah et al., Oslund and 
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Edwards, the close prior arts of record, business methods that are based on cross- 
marketing and offering targeted discount via monitoring of the customer's behavior in a 
network environment are well-known. However, none of the prior art of record including 
Katz et al., Reilly, Chelliah et al., Oslund and Edwards provides sufficient suggestion or 
motivation to arrive at a business method with the specific features of monitoring the 
purchase selection of the customer at a first vendor, providing a subsidy offer for the 
selected item by a second vendor with the requirement of agreement and providing the 
offer only if the customer has accepted the subsidy offer by reducing the price of the first 
item as required in the present claims. Accordingly, the claimed invention, as a whole, 
would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the business marketing art. None 
of the prior art of record teaches, discloses or suggests a business method having the 
specific limitation of the cross-marketing offer based on the selection of an item, the 
specific timing of the discount being offered, the service agreement condition and the 
reduction in price of the first item in the manner as those recited the present claims. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons 
for Allowance."
